Breach of Principle 

T HERE COMES a time, says Alderman Robert 
Baird, when common sense must be weighed _ 
against “the beliefs, no matter how sincere, of nature 
lovers who, I’m afraid, would deny their own brothers t 
the amenities and comforts of modern power usage 
notwithstanding the economic growth of southern { 
Vancouver Island.” •' \ 

Let us then have some common sense, lor the 
latter part of this statement from the chairman of 
Victoria council’s park committee is nonsense. The , 
Issue of which Alderman Baird speaks is not whether 
a new B.C. Hydro power line will be built. It is where 
It will be built, for a part of its length: through scenic 
roadside parkland or outside it in an area already cut 
by railway tracks. 

Going through the park property would save 
Hvdro $20,000; in exchange the city would receive 
title to another piece of Thetis Lake ground to which 
the public already is guaranteed access as long as it 
Is owned by the power authority. 

City council apparently stands ready today to 
approve this course, in cosy array after final discus¬ 
sions in private. _ 

If "it does, it will disfigure more than a stretch 
of green belt. In the public mind, it will disfigure Its 
own image. For it will chop a hole in a principle that, 
largely through the leadership of men like Mayor 
A. W. Toone and Alderman Hugh Stephen, has won 
the broadest community enthusiasm. 

The principle may well be summed up In the 
words of the latter on another occasion: 

“The desecration of natural value* through man's 
carelessness is a sickening prospect wherever it 
occurs. But In this fairest and pleasantest of cities 
it would be doubly unbearable, so rewarding are the 
alternatives which forethought and determination can 
provide.” . . 

This is the philsophy that has extended, to coun¬ 
cil’s credit, through the whole field of planning and 
zoning, the re-creating of beauty in the core of the 
city, the acquisition of new park areas by the capital 
region. 

To weaken to the extent of allowing a powei>line 
to go through park land, especially when another 
route is available at so little extra cost, would be to 
invite the belief that the mayor and aldermen will 
not stand up to anyone who is big enough, persuasive 
enough or persistent enough. It would be a most 
unfortunate precedent. 

That common sense thought should be in the 

scales w hen they vote. 

Judge of Judges 

TT IS AN extraordinary thing that Prime Minister 
1 Pearson—who seems to find the utmost difficulty 
in interpreting even some of the most simple passages 
in the BNA Act—should publicly criticise the World 
Court's recent ruling that Ethiopia and Liberia had 
faded to establish any legal right or Interest in their . 
complaints against South Africa’s administration of 
South West Africa. 

In a speech before the annual meeting of the 
American Bar Association the prime minister ex¬ 
pressed “deep concern" over what he termed the 
• failure” of the International Court of Justice. 

The court’s inability to come to grips with the 
merits of the South West Africa case may in the 
long run have unhappy consequences from the point 
of view of the progressive development of the rule 
of law in the international field, which is so vital for 
the future well-being of the world community,” he 
said. v • 

This is a blanket condemnation not only of the 
World Court itself but of its 14 international jurists 
who participated in the hearing. These men—among 
them such distinguished lawyers as Dr. Wellington 
Koo of China, Sir Percy Spender of Australia, Mr. 
Justice P. C. Jessup of the U.S.A., Judge Winiarski of 
Poland and Judge Koretsky of the U.S.S.R.—are all 
men who have attained great stature as justiciaries 
not only within their own countries but throughout 
the world. 

During the past five years they have listened to 
scores of witnesses, sifted through more than 2,000,000 
words of recorded evidence and spared no effort to 
examine thoroughly every item brought to their 
attention. 

That their final ruling should be so finely divided 
(with the president having to cast the deciding vote) 
should be proof enough that the task was not an 
easy one. 

It is therefore difficult to understand why any 
^man, even though he be a prime minister, who poses as 
a proponent of the establishment of international law 
yet has but a superficial political interest in the case 
in question should choose to denounce the court at 
this time. 

Apparently Mr. Pearson not only sets himself , 
above the court but sees himself as a judge of judges. ; 

An Epic Revived 

T IE ARRIVAL In town of a Quebec swimmer who 
will try to conquer the icy Strait of Juan de Fuca 
revives memories of a decade ago, when this venture 
attracted swimmers of all kinds from near and far. 

■ It was a challenge that lasted for a few years 
■before it petered out, providing excitement and inter¬ 
est for Victoria as and threatening to rival the English 
Channel as a scene of natatorial competition. 

Some 30 swimmers in all, both famous and 
unknown, attempted the feat of crossing from Victoria 
to Port Angeles, or In the opposite direction, but only 
three successfully completed this epic swim. Tides 
and the low temperatures of the strait defeated the 
others. 

It is admittedly an afterthought sparked by news 
of Mr. Cossette’s intended bid, but promotion of such 
a swim contest with appropriate inducement would 
have been a centennial attraction sure to draw wide 
attention and publicity. 

The Quebec aspirant comes to tackle Juan de 
Fuca with a background that entitles his attempt to 
be regarded with ample legitimacy. He is a long-time 
•Jong-distance swimmer who has conquered the English 
Channel, which gives him the ranking that may well 
make him the fourth person to succeed in this difficult 
task. 

That Mr. Cossette is handicapped by a leg lamed 
by early childhood polio merely adds to his swimming 
quality and is a tribute to his tenacity and courage. 
All Victoria will wish him well, and assuredly turn 
out to cheer him on as he draws near the Dallas 
Road waterfront

A curious, but undoubted, 
euphoria now shapes the official 
U S outlook on Viet Nam, And 
perhaps the confidence is justi¬ 
fied. 

But the supporting arguments 
ate, to put It mildly. Inconclu¬ 
sive. As usual, moreover, buoy¬ 
ant hopes have yielded actions 
•that serve to erode lurther Ui# 
chances of a negotiated peace. 
And those same actions height¬ 
en the danger—now airily dis¬ 
til issed—of increased interven¬ 
tion by Peking and Moscow. 

The marks of euphoria are to 
be found chiefly in things that 
are being said at the White 
House and State Department. It 
Is being said, for example, that 
growing American military pres¬ 
sure is causing Ihe other side 
to scale down It* operations. 
Supposedly the scaling down is 
the first step toward a slow pe¬ 
tering out of enemy activity that 
Is now seen as the way the war 
will end.

‘ Bugging’ Report Needs Immediate Inquiry 


Police Chief J. F. Gregory 
bad little patience Wednesday 
with a report that claimed the 
eltv station m Fisgard Street 
was bugged with electronic 
listening devices. 

"I have read the article and 
consigned it to the receptacle 
most appropriate, and that is 
the trash can," the chief said. 

However, Alan Macfarlane, 
president of tile Victoria Bar 
Association, called upon tiw 


chief to make public what 
listening devices, If any, there 
are in the station. 

Mr. Macfarlane said he was 
concerned with a report that 
the room used by lawyers to 
interview clients was bugged. 

To this Chief Gregory 
replied: "I give you my word 
as an officer and a gentleman 
tha* the room assigned to 
lawyers to interview their 
clients is not equipped with 


any llateotag devices." 

Chief Gregory declined Id 
oomment any further on the 
report.

Mayor A. W. Toone, chair¬ 
man of tiie police commission, 
■aid he knew the cell area 
was monitored for security 
reasons, but was unaware of 
any rooms or telephones being 
bugged. 

While high-ranking officers 


greeted tha report tight- 
lipped. the reaction among the 
constables ranged from mild 
amusement to outright 
hilarity. 

Mr. Macfarlane said: "I 
want to be satisfied there are 
no listening devioes attached 
to telephones. 

"AD Interviews by lawyers 
are not conducted In a 
specific room. Some are by 
telephone when the client 


pnanea from tiw police 
station. 

“Some, I understand, are 
conducted by tiie telephone 
apparatus in toe normal visit¬ 
ing room where the prisoner 
is separated by a glass 
partition from his vitftors.

“I would like the chief to 
deny that these are equipped 
with listening devices.” 

He said there should be no 


secret about any devices 
installed in tiw station. 
Everyone should know what is 
bugged and why. 

“This concerns me so much 
that If the chief of police Is 
not prepared to be perfectly 
candid and give the public 
details, then there are other 
people concerned with the 
administration of Justice to 
give the public the Informa¬ 
tion desired.” 


He mentioned the mayor's 
office and the attorney- 
genend'a department and 
added: ‘There should be a 
full inquiry made into these 
reports Immediately, to 
assure the public that nothing 
improper is taking place in 
connection with listening 
devices.”

HOUSTON <UP1> — Question: 
Who was the first man to 
make a manned rocket flight’ 
Russian cosmonaut Yuri 
Gagarin? American astronaut 
Alan Shepard? 

Wrong. 


Would you believe, Homer 
A. Boushey? 

At leaat, that's the way one 
comp any. Aerojet-General 
t!arp. of Sacramento, Calif., 
sees it. In fact, according to 
Aerojet historians, Boushey 
made his rocket flight in 
August, 1941 — nearly 20 


years ahead of either Gagarin 
or Shepard. 

Boushey, at the time, was a 
captain in the U.S. Army Air 
Corps. He was at the controls 
of an Ereoupe single-engine 
airplane that was fitted with 
jet-assist takeoff units to 
determine if military aircraft 


oouki use rackets to get into 
the air tester. 

Rocket flights have become 
almost routine. But Boushey, 
now a retired air force major 
general, recalls that the tests 
he ran 25 years ago in the 
tiny Ereoupe "got America 
going in the rocket business." 


At that time, the United 
States was a bit behind 
things. The nation had chosen 
to practically Ignore the pion¬ 
eering work of rocket expert 
Dr. Robert H. Goddard while 
German experts under the 
leadership of Herman Oberth 
and Wemher Von Braun were 


taking major strides toward 
development of ballistic mis¬ 
siles such as the V-2.

Suckers a Problem

value. 


sliver of wood from the root along with 
the sucker)growth. I usually smear 
a thin dab vaseline on the cut surface 
of the root in the fond hope of inhibiting 
future sucker growth from that particu¬ 
lar spot, but this is something I read 
in a book and I've never been really 
satisfied in my own mind that this or 
any other treatment will keep more 
tuckers from sprouting. 

For several years now I have been 
experimenting cautiously with another 
method of controlling suckers — one I 
dreamed up out of my own head.

The suckering habit of some Rhrubs 
and trees, notably plums, roses and 
some varieties of lilac, can be very 
annoying to the home gardener. 

On grafted subjects in particular, 
if these growths sprouting from the 
roots below the graft union are per¬ 
mitted to grow unchecked, that 
particular shrub or tree is ruined. 

When sucker roots appear from 
below ground level, the first Impulse 
of the novice gardener is to cut them 
down to the ground. This is about the 
worst possible treatment, for just as 
vigorous new growth always follows a 
drastic pruning job, so will the cut- 
down suckers push up with renewed 
vigor, making at least two robber shoots 
for every one cut down. 


Suckers aren't always a dead loss, 
however, and in non-grafted subjects, 
they can provide a quick and easy way 
to get more plants for furnishing other 
parts of the garden or as gifts to friends 
and neighbors. 

A good example Is the raspberry. 
Suckers springing up in the alleys be¬ 
tween the rows are usually hoed off, 
but there is no reason why these should 
not be dug up with a bit of root attached 
and planted elsewhere"to start a new 
plantation. 

Non-grafted lilacs and some of the 
viburnums are great producers of 
“good" suckers, and if you dig down, 
you will usually find that these have 
put out a few roots of their own. These 
can be cut free from the plant and 
transplanted. 

Anoiher plant that comes true to 
variety from suckers is Prunus triloba, 
the Flowering Almond. I have found 
vigorous suckers coming up as far as 
18 inches away from the parent shrub, 
and detached down low, these rooted 
suckers have all made good plants. 


The technique consists simply of kill¬ 
ing the sucker by wetting its leaves 
witli weedkiller, preferably one especial¬ 
ly formulated to kill woody or shrubby 
plants. Only when the sucker Is quite 
dead is it cut down at or slightly below 
ground level. 

Results have been quite encouraging, 
for I have never had a sucker so 
treated regenerate and start growing 
again, although new suckers have 
appeared from elsewhere on the root. 

I hesitate to recommend this method 
for general use, however, for it is a 
risky business. The weedkiller must 
be applied only to the sucker foliage; 
if any gets splashed on the leaves of 
the parent plant, you’ve had it. 

There Is some danger, too, that 
when the chemical la absorbed through 


I don’t know of any safe and easy 
way of handling this problem. The 
orthodox treatment is to dig down along¬ 
side a sucker until its point of origin 
on the root is exposed, then either 
wrench it off with a twisting Jerk, or 
cut it off flush with the root, taking a 
small “heel” of wood from the root 
with it, and making a very smooth, 
clean cut. The danger here is that the 
wounding of the root may stimulate 
more suckers. 

I favor the smooth cut agalast the

In Simplest Terms 

Law and the Driver 


Vehicle AtA Far 
I rattle aafeU team 


SECTION 166(1) Emerging from Alley* 

The driver of a vehicle within a business or 
residence district, and emerging from an alley, 
driveway, building or private road, shall stop the 
vehicle immediately before driving on to the side¬ 
walk or on to the sidewalk area extending across 
an alleyway or private driveway, and he shall yield 
the right-of-way to a pedestrian on the sidewalk or 
sidewalk area. 

Com meat 

This sub-section deals with drivers emerging 
from alleys, driveways, buildings or private roads 
yielding the right-of-way to pedestrians. All 
vehicles must come to a full stop before proceeding 
across the sidewalk or sidewalk area. Very special 
care must be exercised before proceeding when 
a driver’s vision is obstructed an either side by 
buildings or other structures. It is possible that a 
pedestrian may not be visible until such time as 
he Is In the path of the vehicle. An excellent 
example is that of vehicles leaving service station 
iota.

The scene of twisted steel, 
splintered timber, and setting 
cement was floodlit late at night 
while workmen continued 
aearching for any more dead or 
injured.

BEGUN LAST FALL 
The $2,500,000 bridge, on 
which work began last fall, was 
being Built by a number of 
firms, subcontracted to Gaff¬ 
ney Construction of Stanford, 
Ont. 

The bridge—actually a pair of 
bridges carrying three lanes at 
traffic each—was to span the 
Rideau River and canal from 
the vicinity of the central ex¬ 
perimental farm.

FIRST WORD 

First word of the collapse waa 
given John David McKay, 30, 
a taxi driver, who was flagged 
down while on the way to the 
airport.
